GRASSE FRAGONARDS HERE. 


The recent announcement that the 


re . - . . 
famous series of paintings known as 


the “Grasse Fragonards” had been 
shipped by Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan 
to New York was received with regret 
in London art circles. The beautiful 
room, specially constructed to receive 
these paintings, his residence at 
Prince’s-gate has been dismantled, and 
the pictures will in future form one of 
the most attractive features of his New 
York house. 

Although this series of paintings, ap- 
propriately called, but without any au- 
thority so far as the artist is concerned,

Here they were 
adapted to the walls of the principal 
salon in the residence of his friend M. 
Maubert, and here they remained un- 
known for nearly a century. In _ the 
spring of 1898 thy were sold by auc- 
tion at Cannes (a Reuter telegram from 
Cannes dated February 8 of that year 
stated that the price paid was $250,000) 
by their then owner, M. Malvilain, a 
grandson of Fragonard’s friend, M. 
Maubert, and acquired by Agnew & 
Sons, at whose galleries in Old Bond 
St. the series was exhibited in the Au- 
tumn of the same year.

PICTURES AS INVESTMENTS. 

If ever there was a time when the 
caprice of fate in her manner of dis- 
tributing the rewards of life could with 
profit be dwelt upon it is when million- 
aires begin to buy pictures. Fate is 
not always unkind; she sometimes sees 
to it that the artist lives comfortably 
enough during his lifetime, though on 
a fortune the fraction of what is paid 
now for his pictures, but quite as often 
these enormous prices contrast with his 
starvation and struggle.

The history of 
some of these pictures illustrates very 
sharply the fact that, in art, fame is 
the basis of all values transcending 
such prices as would reasonably re- 
ward the artist for his effort. Manet’s 
“Breakfast on the Grass,’ which was 
rejected at the Salon of the Societe des 
\rtistes Francais in 1863, there ; 
also a picture of his which two years 
later was saved from mutilation at the 
exhibition at the hands of visitors only 
iby the precautions taken by the admin- 
istration. As late as 1882 a picture by 
Manet in the elder Salon was declared 
incomprehensible by the public. In 
‘order to amuse her young son and to 
i'make him laugh, in spite of his chronic 
melancholy, a mother took him, on 
the satirical recommendation of Ste- 
phen Mallarne, the poet who is now 
dead, to see the Manets, the Renoirs, 
and the Cezannes in the exhibition.

LONDON WANTS TADEMA HOME. 
England is rousing to the purchase 
of the late Sir Lawrence Alma- 
Tadema’s wonderful house, Grove End 
Road, Saint John’s Wood, London.

| <A cable to the N. Y. Sun from Flor- 
ence says that two recent art discov: 
eries have attracted great attention to 
the towns of Rimini and Ravenna. Cor- 
rada Ricci, the general director of fine 
arts at Rome, while visiting Rimini dis- 
covered traces of portraits of Sigis- 
mondo, Malatesta and Isotta the Be- 
loved on the bases of the pillars of the 
first chapel to the right on entering the 
temple erected by Sigismondo. The 
portraits evidently had been mutilated 
and only the faintest outlines remain. 
It is possible, however, to trace the ele- 
gant headdress of the lady tightly 
drawn back from the brow and gathered 
behind with ribbons and pins and the 
graceful neck and also the hook nose, 
hawklike eye, sharp chin and smooth, 
laurel crowned head of the Lord of 
Rimini. 

The other discovery was a: hitherto 
unidentified painting by Jacope Bellini, 
the father of the Gentile Giovanni Bel- 
lini, in the church at Ravenna, which 
was formerly part of the Servite mon- 
astery, which was suppressed in 1653 
and which because of its dilapidated 
condition is now to be devoted to sec- 
ular purposes. Prof. Cortini in mak- 
ing a visit to the church before it was 
dismantled recognized a picture over 
the high altar of the Madonna and 
Child, which was carried annually in 
procession and exposed for three days 
in a neighboring church. It is a valu- 
able work in a fair state of preserva- 
tion. It is dated 1448 and signed “Bel- 
lini.” This is the second picture of 
Bellini’s found in Italy.
